Wildlife predators are something 
like sin. A great many people are 
against theiti ih general but lail lo 
agree 
on 
Which 
ones 
they're 


against specifically. 


In the case of bird and animal 


malefactors, the disagreement ex- 
tends lo the point where if J'ott 
n a m e 
something, 
somebody's 


against it. 


Take cottontail rabbits, for in- 


stance. 
Admittedly, 
the 
house- 


holder who finds 
all his prizs 


tulips chewed off at ground level 
in the spring may have certain 
thoughts that would contribute lit- 
tle to his local rabbits' peace of 
mind. 


But little Mr. Hotfoot 
is, 
after 


all, America's No. 1 game animal, 
in point of numbers, and probably 
has been since grandpa was a 
boy. 


Yet when 
the 
North Dakota 


Game and Fish Department, try- 
ing to work its way oitUof abounty 
system 
that took 
$60,000 
from 


more useful projects last year, 
queried some 2,500 farmers, 3 per 
cent, 
wanted 
bounties 
paid 
for 


those cussed cottontails. 


As a matter of fact, the biolo- 


gists listed 
nearly 
a score of 


species on their list, and some- 
body wanted bounties paid 
for 


slaying of each one. Not only that, 
but some of the folks added their 
own nominees. 
Samples: 
Black- 


birds, meadow mice. 


The survey didn't turn up any- 


thing much resembling unanimity 
of opinion on bounties. The 
fox 


achieved a majority vote, with 57 
per cent favoring a price on Rey- 
nard's .head. But on coyotes, the 
percentage dropped to 33. Badgers 
drew more praise than censure, 
with 24 .per cent voting for bounties 
and 26 per cent against.
